De yeu use your screen draws between subjects? Or is it 
just toc much trouble? How about the rest of the vary costly 
equipment you have bean provided with, We have spent, and are now 
spending countless thousands of dollars to convinee patrons of the 
various improvements in our theatres .o. yet we oftimes neglect the 
wery things we are trying to sol] them. 


This 35 semething that both you and your projectionists 
ought to be vitally concerned with. Get together with your beothmen, 
TODAY. Talk about this, and get their advice and eu-operation o.oo 
It's THEIR bread and butter too ... just as much as At ds YOURS. 
Let’s start deing more than step on the starter and let ‘er rip.
